Marines eoBclnded its hearing in Hai- 
ti today, with the exception of Lieut, 
Col. Hooker, of the gendarmerie, who 
testified to thf> effect that 2.ono 
peaceful Haitiena had been killed by 
baadks la tho last few years. He 
declared that from Marok, 1P19 to 
October, IVll, large farming and set- 
llenitnt areas were completely wiped 
out by ununiformed bandits roana-j 
Ing about under tko loadorsklp of 
dasporato cklefs. 

Coloaol HooKor, in his teatlmony, 
gave a startling idea of the niQ'hods 
of th» outlaws citing nearly a dozen 
l i.si's Id : liiiw how marines and gen- 
darmes captured by bandita were ma- 
tilated. Ho said tkat la every la- 
stance they were deeapltaMd aad 
their rital orgaas romovM aod scat- 
tered along the trails. 

Two marines were burned to death 
after torture, Colonel Hooker aasert- 
ed.- He testified that a llentoaaot 
had, koda kOlod. tko koart aad Uvor 
dkltrtbBtod and eaten, and tke brahm 
removed to grease bullets for the 
bandits' guns. The records, he said, 
Ehowod that thirty-ttwo gendarme uf- 
flcera wore killed. 

Dorcas Williams, a sorgeaat ot mk- 
rlBoa aeeasod of klUlag Oaralor Jeaa 
laat year, today entered engtkatlc de- 
nial of guilt. He declared Jea^s 
'.louse was midway between the ban- 
dits and gendarmes during a battle at 
Malsaade, and hearing that Jean was 
ntlmata with tko marandera ke called 
kim. Ha toatiflod Joaa appoared 
witk a la)|t|'i<|i|»tf-HK jipiik aad 
blanket ahoait kit stomach, ahowing 
he had been wounded. Wllllania as 
serted Jean was in his office while he 
(Williams) was patrolling and that 
ha loaraad upoa kia rotara Jeaa was 
dead. 

Jules Andre, a geadarme llentOBaat 

produced a copy ot official letters 
purported to have been written by the 
Justice of the peace at Maissade say- 
ing Jean had been killed during a 
bftulo with geadarmee. Two other 
aatlvo wltaosoio teotlflod tkoy saw 
Jean In tke gendamlO office, hat were 
wHhout evidence to support the 
charge against Williams,
